Recipes for Cooking Mushrooms. 
According to the views of many per-

choice or experiment is afforded by 
tlie recipes which follow:

Mushrooms Baked With Tomatoes. 
In a baking dish arrangv' small round

mushroom, gill side up; in the center 
of each 
mushroom put 
a generous 


piece of b u t t e r ; season with pepper 
and salt. 
Cover the dish and bake in 


a hot oven for ten minutes; then un- 
cover and bake for an additional 5 to 
10 minutes, as the mushrooms appear 
fco require. 


Creamed Mushrooms, 


tjut the mushrooms into small pieces, 


stew slowly in butter until tender, add 
cream or milk, pepper, and salt, and 
thicken with flour. 


Peppers Stuffed With Mushrooms, 
Cut the stem end <>f the peppers and

white membrane; chop or break the 
mushrooms into small pieces, season 
with pepper and salt, press firmly into 
the peppers, und put a good-sized lump 
'of butter on top of each. The water

very lint; remark on the moral side ot poetry. 
Von will 


rind it in his ode entitled "Hards of J'aasion and of 
Mirth*': 


"II ore your earth born souls still 8jx?ak 
To mortals of their l i t t l e week, 
Of their borrows and delimits, 
Of their passions and their spites, 
Of their plory and their shame; 


AVhat doth strengthen and what maim/' 


Now, Keats is distinctly a poet's poet; he represents the aesthetic 


spirit in all its beauty. Here is a line in which lie reveals the application 
of the moral law to art: ""What doth strengthen and what maim." That's 
the question to a'-k about a work of art—does it make your.spirit stronger 
or weaker, does it build yon up and inspire you and move you with sane 
and healthy feelin<rs or does it cripple yon and lower your moral tone and 
fill you with morbid thoughts and hysterical impulses? 


Take the art of music. 
(Ireal music, even merely good music which 


has melody and harmony in it, (lows around us like a stream of pure, clear 
water or, like the billows of the threat pea, it refreshes and it strengthens; 
but sensual music, lascivious music, mean music—if it can IKJ called music 
at all—irritates, demoralizes and vulirari/os those who listen to it. 


Jazz, for example. I t h i n k , was invented by imps for the torment of 


imbeciles. 
True, it docs not contain any distinct immoral teaching, he- 


cause music is not a didactic art, but ja/.z does contain a real immoral 
influence, because it confuses, bewilders, benumbs and befuddles the mind 
through the ears. 
It is, in effect, the dope or knockout drop in the art 


of sound. 


I^aws against immoral art? They can do a little to help us, but not 


very much. 
To rely upon legislation as a safeguard against immorality 


in art—that is, as a real safeguard—is a great mistake. The true defense 
must be found in the discrimination, the taste, the conscience of the indi- 
vidual and the public. 


We must learn to ask ourselves and we must (each our children to ask 


in art a? veil as in commerce and other human activities what is good in 
its effect and what is evil. 
After all, in thinking of art, that is to say, 


nrt of the higher kind, I conic back to the words of an old book: 


"AVhat soever things are pure and lovely and of good report, if there 


be any virtue and if there be any praise, think on these things." 


A man is made by his thoughts. 
AY hat he loves he is apt to look pt :

Economic Liberalism in Its Fundamental 


Features Cannot Be Abandoned 


By DR. DAVID KINLEY, President University of Illinois 


The notion so J'requcntlv expressed" in the literature of the social 


sciences that the present economic and social order has broken away from 
the past is, in my opinion, incorrect,. We are told that the group, whether 
under the name of society or state, must step in ami exercise its functions 
in a lamer field, even invading m u l t i t u d i n o u s details of daily 1'fe. 
Those 


•who hold this view of the nature of society anil the state insist that the 
era of what thev call "individualism" has passed, that a society based on 
individual liberty is out of date. 


The s\stein of economic liberalism in its fundamental features can- 


not be abandoned. 
It has become an enduring part of our civilization and 


our philosophy of HIV. 
I t ha'- promoted liberty and welfare, i n i t i a t i v e and 


perseverance, industrv and success, wealth and culture, an abundance that 
hue relieved poverty, has e\ploited to human benefit the resources of na- 
ture more a b u n d a n t l y than ever before, has enlarged knowledge, lias pro- 
vided for the possibility of a greatly increased population and generally 
has uplifted the life of mankind. 


I do not understand how there can be improvement in the welfare 


of society excepting in the sense that there is improvement in the welfare 
of individual men and women. 
High character, trained intelligence, self- 


*elianee, initiative, kno\\ ledge and skill in wrestling with the Jorces of 
nature and applving them to his use--these constitute the motive power 
whereby man makes his condition better. 
'Flic oilier \iew, it seems to me. 


is enervating. 
It saps i n i t i a t i v e , destroys self-reliance, and leads indi- 


viduals to t.hink that knowledge and effort on their part are not necessary. 
They learn to look to the state, to society for many things that they should 
do themselves.

vidual and the public. 


We must learn to ask ourselves ami wo m u s t teach our children to a.sk 


in art as well as in commercc and other h u m a n activities what is good in 


its efTect and what is evil. 
After all, in t h i n k i n g of art, that is to say, 


a r t of the higher kind, I come back to the words of an old book: 


"Whatsoever things are pure and lovely and of good report, if there 


be any virtue and if there be any praise, think on these things." 


A man is made by his thoughts. 
W h a t he loves he is ai)t to look p t : 


what he looks at long he grows to be like.

The noticm so fre(]ucntly e.xjiressed in the literature of the social 


wiences that the present economic and social order has broken away f r o m 


t h e past is, in my oi)inion, incorrect. 
We are U)\d that the group, whether 


iinder the name of society or state, must step in and exercise its functions 


in a larger field, even invading multitudinous (letiiils of daily life. 
Those 


who hold this view of thé nature of society and the state insist that the 


era of what they call "individualism" has pjisscd, t h a t a society bastul on 


individuid libertv is out of date. 


The svstom of economic liberalism in ils fundaincntal features can- 


not be abandoned. 
It has become an e n d u r i n g part of our civilization and 


our philosophy of life. 
It has promoted liberty and welfare, initiative and 


|jtrsevoran(v, industry and success, wealth and (Hilture, an abundance that 


has relieved poverty, hat? e\j)luited to h u m a n benefit the resources of na- 


ture more abun<lanl!v than ever hofore, has enlarged knowledge, has pro- 


vided for the pos.^il>i!ity of a greatly increased i»oi)ulatJon and generally 


has uplifted the life of mankiiul. 


I do not understand how there can ht» imj)rovement in the welfare 


of society c.\cej)ting in"the sense that there is ini])rovement in the Avelfare 


of individual men and women. 
High character, trained intelligeiu*e, self- 


>.diance, initiative, knowledge and hkill in wrestling with the forces of 


n a t u r e and a])|)lying them to lus uso -these constitute the motive j)uwer 


whereby man makes his condition bettxM*.
